available nnancing of $5,447,129

chairman Rudy Brodnansky 
commented, "I 
enjoyed the 


evening budget sessions I was a 
little disappointed there wasn't

"I have no rapport with this 


attorney,'" said Manson. "I've 
asked Mr. Kanarek to do certain 
things but it has no effect. He's 
a good man, a sincere and 
honest and truthful human being 
and I like him very much, but as 


an attorney he doesn't represent 
me." 


Manson said if he couldn't 


represent himself, he wanted all 
four attorneys 
"hooked 
up" 


under one leader, Fitzgerald. 
The judge repeated his belief 
that Manson is imcompetent to 
represent himself and said no 
attorney can be made subject to 
orders from another. He denied 
the motion. 


After Manson's complaint, 


Kanarek ceased questioning and 
Coroner Thomas I. Noguchi was 
excused subject to recall. 


Earlier, he had testified that

Woolf, m anaging editor of the 
M erriam-W ebster dictionaries, 
who has just com pleted a study 
of the derivation of sports term s. 
“ In the golden age of Greece, 
athletics played an im portant 
p a rt in everyday life, and 
physical strength and

were 
highly 
regarded,” 
Dr. 
Woolf said. 
“The athletes, in their games, 
were not impeded by costumes. 
They 
ex ercised 
nude. 
The 
original Olympic G am es were 
conducted in the nude.” 
The word “gym nastics,” he 
added, stem s from the Greek 
“Gymnos” nude and “ Gym- 
naszein” exercise naked. 
Only am ateurs com pete in the 
Olympics — or so insists Avery 
B rundage, p resid e n t of the 
In tern atio n al O lym pic Com ­ 
mittee. The word “ am ateur” 
com es 
from 
th e 
L atin 
“am ator,” or “ lover,” meaning 
one who indulges for the love of 


the game. 
“ Love,” in tennis is derived 
from the F ren ch " l ’o eu f,” 
meaning goose-egg or zero. The 
sport itself gets its name from 
the French exclamation “ tenez” 
(take it!) and “ racket” com es 
from the Arabic “ rahat,” or 
palm of the hand. It was first 
handball. 
The root of the general term 
(away) and “ porto” (carry). 
“ Of course, that is what sports 
really do,” Dr. Woolf says. 
“They carry us away from the 
cares and daily routine of the 
workaday world.”

What's In A Word? 


Lexicon Of Sports 
Studied By Doctor

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


ancient Olympic Games were 
performed in the nude and the 
performers were known as 
"lovers," says a 
leading 


authority 
on 
the 
English 


language. 


But "love" means "nothing" 


in tennis and bowling gets its 
name from "bubble," the kind 
used by strip-teasers in the 
1940s. 


If you score, you "notch," 


according to Dr. H. Bosley 
Woolf, managing editor of the 
Merriam-Webster dictionaries, 
who has just completed a study 
of the derivation of sports terms. 


"In the golden age of Greece, 


athletics played an important 
part in everyday life, and 
physical strength and grace 
were highly regarded," Dr. 
Woolf said. 


"The athletes, in their games, 


were not impeded by costumes. 
They exercised .:ade. The 
original Olympic Games were 
conducted in the nude." 


The word "gymnastics," he 


added, stems from the Greek 
"Gymnos" nude and "Gym- 
naszein" exercise naked. 


Only amateurs compete in the 


Olympics — or so insists Avery 
Brundage, president of the 
International Olympic Com- 
mittee. The word "amateur" 
comes 
from 
the 
Latin 


"amator," or "lover," meaning 
one who indulges for the love of 


the game. 


"Love," in tennis is derived 


from the French "1'oeuf," 
meaning goose-egg or zero. The 
sport itself gets its name from 
the French exclamation "tenez" 
(take it!) and "racket" comes 
from the Arabic "rahat," or 
palm of the hand. It was first 
handball. 


The root of the general term 


(away) and "porto" (carry). 


"Of course, that is what sports 


really do," Dr. Woolf says. 
"They carry us away from the 
cares and daily routine of the 
workaday world." 


"Athlete" is borrowed from 


both Latin and Greek, "athlein" 
and "athlos," meaning to 
contend for a prize. "Arena" 
stems from the Latin "harena," 
sand or a sandy place. Norway 
contributed 
"skor," which 


became "score" or "notch." 


Dr. Woolf's dictionaries show 


that hockey got its name from 
the Middle French "hoquet," or 
shepherd's crook, implying the 
game was played in the early 
Christian era by sheep-herders. 
Bowing is derived from the 
Latin "bulla," or bubble. 


The early Dutch played with 


clubs they called "kolf" or 
"coif," from which golf came. 
Squash is just as rubber sounds 
when it is struck by a racket. 
Skeet is one of the newest sports 
terms, from the Norwegian "sk- 
jota," or shoot, adopted in 1920 
after a nationwide contest.

Food Coupon System 
For County Explained

Better food enables workers 
to work better and children to 
learn better. 
To 
buy 
food 
coupons, 
households must be approved by 
the Tehama County Department 
of Social 
Welfare. 
When 
a 
household is approved for food 
stamps, it pays for some food 
coupons, and at the same time 
receives extra ones free. The 
amount of coupons purchased 
and the amount received free, 
depends upon the amount of 
income and 
the size of 
a 
household. 
The Tehama County Welfare 
Office, 1055 Main St., will begin 
issuing the stamps Sept. l. The 
issuing hours will be 10 to 3, 
Monday through Friday. 
A household may be eligible to 
participate in the food stamp 
program if living in Tehama 
County; household has cooking 
facilities 
available 
for 
preparation 
of 
meals; 


household’s net income, after 
agency’s adjustments is below 
the standards set by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Generally, the adjusted net 
income standard for one person 
is $165 a month; for two $200; for 
three $225; with about $58 a 
month added for each additional 
member of a household. Cash 
assets (money in the bank, 
stock, bonds, etc.) must not 
exceed $1,000 for a single in­ 
dividual or $1,500 for two or 
more. 
To save time and trouble, 
applicants should bring all

JOHNSBURG, 111. <AP) — 
Clarence J. Smith, who is in his 
middle 50s, is blind and is known 
among his neighbors as the 
“Sightless Carpenter.” 
“I guess I am just a stubborn 
Dutchman and wouldn’t give 
up,” he said. 
He builds lawn furniture and 
has been in the business for 
many years. 
Losing his sight began the day 
after Christmas 1934 when a 
piece of steel broke from the 
hammer head he was using and 
pierced his left eye. The eye was 
destroyed by the accident and 
the infection that resulted 
spread to his right eye which 
soon lost its sight. By Easter, 
1935, he was totally blind. 
“I just couldn’t sit around and 
do nothing,” he said. 
Two years after he lost his 
sight, he found some old crating 
wood and started building 
things.

household.

Office, 1055 Main St., will begin 
issuing the stamps Sept. 1. The 
issuing hours will be 10 to 3, 
Monday through Friday. 


A household may be eligible to 


participate in the food stamp 
program if living in Tehama 
County; household has cooking 
facilities 
available 
for 


preparation 
of 
meals; 


household's net income, after 
agency's adjustments is below 
the standards set by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 


Generally, the adjusted net 


income standard for one person 
is$165 a month; for two $200; for 
three $225; with about $58 a 
month added for each additional 
member of a household. Cash 
assets (money in the bank, 
stock, bonds, etc.) must not 
exceed $1,000 for a single in- 
dividual or $1,500 for two or 
more. 


To save time and trouble, 


applicants should bring all 
necessary information when 
applying for food stamps, in- 
cluding wage stubs, Social 
Security or pension award 
letters, rent receipts or house 
mortgage payment books, union 
books, bank books, savings 
bonds, etc. 


Complete and accurate in- 


formation must be given to 
establish eligibility. Also, food 
coupons must be used properly; 
to do otherwise is a violation 
which could result in legal 
prosecution.

Summary Of California Legislation Of Year 


SACRAMENTO (AP — Here 
is a summary of the major 
legislation handled by the 1970 
California legislature. Some 
bills still await action by the 
governor. 


THE BUDGET 
The 1970-71 budget for $6.59 
billion was signed by Gov. 
Reagan July 4, four days into the 
new fiscal year. The record high 
budget calls for spending 
totaling $330 for every man, 
woman and child in the state. 


TAX REFORM 
The Assembly passed both 
bills comprising Gov.

SACRAMENTO <AP> — Here 


is a summary of the major 
legislation handled by the 1970 
California legislature. Some 
bills still await action by the 
governor. 


THE BUDGET 


The 1970-71 budget for $6.59 


billion was signed by Gov. 
Reagan July 4, four days into the 
new fiscal year. The record high 
budget calls for 
spending 


totaling $330 for every man, 
woman and child in the state. 


TAX REFORM 


The Assembly passed both 


bills comprising Gov. Reagan's 
$1 billion tax shift, designed to 
reduce local property taxes by 
increasing personal income 
taxes, the sales tax and business 
taxes. Half the package passed 
the Senate but the other half

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Justice's Wife Says 
Youth More Honest

ROCHESTER, Minn. (AP) — 


Dorothy Blackmun, wife of the 
nation's newest Supreme Court 
justice, thinks the current crop 
of young people are more honest 
than when she was a girl and 
says that speaks weLl for the 
country's future. 


"They want to be honest about 


their lives, and I think I'd rather 
have them to be honest than to 
be covering up," Mrs. Harry 
Blackmun said. "I think it's 
more healthy." 


She said she thinks it is ail 


right for young people to protest 
and work for changes in society, 
"if they have something to offer. 
. . You don't get any progress 
without somebody willing to go 
out>and .fight for it." 


"If they're just going out and 


protesting and destroying and 
don't have any concrete ideas 
for change, or aren't trying to 
find some ways of bettering the 
situation that they don't like; ... 
then I think they should get jobs 
and work up the way we all did," 
she said. 


Mrs. Blackmun, who has 


daughters 27, 23, and 21 years 
old, took time out from packing 
at her Rochester home for an 
interview. The Blackmuns are 
moving to Washington, D. C., in 
early September. 


The new justice's wife, known 


as "Dottie" to her friends, said 
the so-called hippie segment of 
society is usually complaining 
about something. "I think they 
should get going and contribute. 


It's The Law 


that you can't possibly find 
happiness 
if you're not con- 


tributing 
to 
somebody, 


someplace, or to some cause. 


"I feel the only true happiness 


is the happiness that you can get 
from giving of yourself, of your 
ideas, of anything that you have 
to give," she added. 


The trim, 59-year-old Mrs. 


Blackmun said she feels young 
people are 
often 
unhappy 


because they are thinking only 
of themselves. "You've got to 
think about others, you can't 
possibly be happy." 


If the hippies and other 


alienated youth would 
offer 


something to society, she added, 
"I think they'd be surprised at 
what they would find, at the 
personal satisfaction they would 
get." 


Mrs. Blackmun, dressed in 


white platform sandals and a 
swinging pants suit with a bright 
gold sleeveless tunic top and 
white, wide-legged pants, said 
she finds it sad that some young 
people can't have a good time in 
a normal, healthy manner such 
as she did when she was young. 


"It's 
too bad today's rock 


festivals can't be the kind of 
affairs that I remember in the 
days of my youth where young 
people had fun over more 
simplistic things,'1 she said. 


"I can see where they like to 


get together, where they like the 
music and the excitement. But I 
think it's too bad that they feel 
they have to include drugs to 
have a good time."

Nothing On Sunday

NUKU'ALOFA, Tonga (AP) 


— That "Never on Sunday" girl 
would have found this South 
Pacific island kingdom to her 
liking. 


Not only does the name of this 


capital city mean "Abode of 
Love," but about the only ac- 
tivities not banned on Sundays 
are walking, eating, sleeping 
and praying. 


The ban is incorporated in the 


Order in Public Places Act 
which prohibits "engaging in 
any trade, buying or selling, 
gardening, swimming or any 
other kind of recreation or 
sport" on the sabbath. 


Persons infringing the Act are 


liable to a fine of $11.20 or im- 
prisonment for up to three 
months with hard labor in 
default. 


Some services are classified 


as essential and employes 
permitted to operate them. 
These include public transport, 
hospitals, electrical repair work 
and, of course, law enforcement. 


After all, without police 


patrols on the sabbath how could 
offenders against the Sunday 
laws be caught? 


Applications for a permit for a 


specific activity can be made — 
and ars considered by no less a 
body than the Cabinet. 


According to reports, ap- 


plications from the country's 
carefree 80,000 people are rare 
— ana permits even rarer. 


Though tourism is becoming 


an 
increasingly 
important 


source of income to this coconut 
and copra country, the govern- 
ment of the benignly feudal King 
Taufa'ahau Tupou IV maintains 
that six-days-a-week tourist 
trade is sufficient. 


Some traders and drivers of 


Nukualofa's ve'etoiu three 
wheel motor-cycle taxis don't 
agree. 


A number of them started 


ignoring the law — and the 
warnings against breaking it 
which were broadcast over the 
local radio station. The 100-man 
police force acted swiftly. 


Tongans and tourists drinking 


in the country's main hotel, The 
International Dateline, were 
warned not to try tc hire taxis 
after midnight on Saturday. 


Sailors returning 
to two 


Canadian navy ships on a visit 
were emptied out of ve'etoiu 
onto the dusty, bumpy roads and 
the drivers ordered home. 


Though the driver's names 


were taken, Police Minister 
'Akau'ola said the campaign 
was a final warning and no 
charges were pressed. 


Backyard bakers also came 


under police surveillance. This 
resulted in comment that while 
people were not permitted to 
buy bread on Sundays, a loop- 
hole in the law allowed them to 
buy liquor at the hotel. 


The loophole was 
closed 


almost immediately with bona 
fide hotel guests being the only 
people allowed to buy drinks 
there. 


Tonga's rigid Sunday ob- 


servance laws reflect the strong 
religious influence of the seven 
Christian denominations which 
operated here and which boast 
350 churches. 


However, some easing-up has 


been forecast. 
A number of 


churchmen are in favor of less 
restrictive 
legislation 
on 


ve'etoiu drivers . . . 
so that 


members of their congregations 
can taxi to church.

WASHINGTON — While an 
untold num ber of chiseling 
politicians go untouched, the 
Internal Revenue Service has 
swooped down with a vengeance 
upon the 94-year-old widow of 
Republican Senator W allace 
White of Maine. 
The IRS charges Mrs. White 
has not filed tax returns since 
1965 on the $491-a-month she 
receives 
from 
her 
late 
husband’s Senate pension. 
Mrs. White was under the 
impression the income was tax- 
free, but an IRS spokesman 
contended that all “such pen­ 
sions are generally taxable.” 


So, according to Mrs White’s 
daughter, Nina Stevens, agents 
from the IRS Lewiston, Me., 
office approached the aged 
widow 
and threatened legal 
action. 
If she didn’t pay up, the agents 
said, they would seize her home 
and sell it. 
Shortly after my associate, 
Joe Spear, began investigating 
the 
m atter, 
Mrs. 
Stevens 
received a call from the IRS 
office in Lewiston. 


“They were very apologetic,” 
Mrs. Stevens said. “They ad­ 
mitted coming over 
to 
see 
Mother before they knew who 
she was. They were really un­ 
done about the whole thing.” 
Sen. White, who was Majority 
Leader from 1947-49 had been 
very 
close 
to 
a 
young 
Congressman named Richard 
Nixon. 
Queried by this column, the 
IRS would neither confirm nor 
deny Mrs. Stevens’ account of 
her mother’s clash with the 
revenue agents.

TEDDY BEAR SEIZED 
FOR TAXES 
In what appears to be a 
related case, Internal Revenue 
agents on Aug. 15 summarily 
seized the property of Fred 
Black, the former big-time lob­ 
byist who was a central figure in 
the Bobby Baker scandals 
during 
the 
Johnson 
ad­ 
ministration. 
Black’s wife, Nina, is Mrs. 
Wallace White’s granddaughter. 
In 1968 Black was acquitted of 
criminal tax charges, following 


a five-year court battle. He 
currently has cases pending in 
U. S. tax court covering every 
year from 1956 through 1968, 
with claims against him totaling 
some $750,000. 
Earlier this month, 
Black 
borrowed $4,000 to move his 
family to Florida. From the 
moment the moving van crossed 
the Florida state line, it was 
followed by two men in a car. 


They turned out to be officers 
of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The van was 
halted as it entered the city of 
West Palm Beach, and the 
drivers were ordered to proceed 
to Brown Storage and Transfer 
Company. 
There, 
an IRS agent im­ 
pounded the truck’s contents to 
satisfy liens for taxes owed in 
1963, 1964, 1967 and 1968. 
Taken 
along 
with 
Black’s 
possessions — many of which, it 
turns out, were actually family 
heirlooms on loan from Mrs. 
Stevens — were all of the 
family’s clothes, a teddy bear 
belonging to Black’s 12-year-old 
daughter and 
fishing 
tackle 
belonging to his 13-year-old son. 
“I haven’t a pot or a pan,” 
Black told this column. “My 
family is down there alone in a 
completely empty house.” 
IRS spokesmen confirmed the 
seizures, stating simply that 
“ they were for money that was 
due with the returns in question, 
but was never paid.”

The U. S. economy is now felt 
to be in something of a rolling 
readjustment, which is to say 
that the ebb tide of recession 
appears to be spent and that the 
return tide is spilling back into 
few crannies. 
Not everyone will agree that 
this is so, but some documen­ 
tation 
of 
the 
Nixon 
ad­ 
ministration’s recent optimism 
seems to be appearing. The 
evidente is spotty and maybe 
inconclusive, but who knows 
exactly when the tide turns? 
Dr. Paul McCracken, the 
President’s chief economist, 
points to small increases during 
July in industrial production, 
personal income, retail sales 
and housing starts as en­ 
couraging signs. 
But there are still some 
discouraging 
signs. 
Unem­ 
ployment, now at a 5 per cent 
rate, could very well rise before 
the summer is over. And those 
polls of consumer sentiment still 
show much resistance toward 
spending. 
In fact, recent surveys by 
Sindlinger & Co., of managers, 
officers and professionals — the 
people who presumably must 
believe in an upturn before they 
can help bring it about — shows 


them lacking in confidence 
about the immediate future of 
the economy. 
Moreover, the signs that are 
being interpreted as indicating a 
“ cau tio u sly 
e x p an sio n ist 
course,” in the words of Mc­ 
Cracken, are not that strong. 
They are still vulnerable to 
major strikes, for example. 
At any rate, the rolling 
readjustment isn’t likely to turn 
into a flood tide. The upturn that 
is forecast to begin any month 
now, if it hasn’t already, is likely 
to be marked by steadiness 
rather than vigor. 
Not so many months ago 
forecasters of the economic 
scene looked for a 
surging 
economy during the 1970s, and a 
popular pastime was to seek the 
most appropriate name for the 
decade. The 1960s has been 
christened the “soaring six­ 
ties.” The 1970s then, were to be 
the “sizzling seventies.” 
You don’t hear much of that 
anym ore. 
More 
soberly, 
forecasters now realize that 
some of the soaring sixties was 
an ascent from reality. The 
1970s 
have 
now 
been 
rechristened “the solid 70s.” 
Even that term could be op­ 
tim istic, because it applies 
mainly to economic as distinct 
from social issues.

Please alert 
the parents in your reading 
audience, Ann. The number of 
very sick children seems to be 
increasing. 
Many could be 
helped if they were treated 
early.

Dear R.N.: Too often acts of 
sadism by 
the young 
are 
ignored. Parents say, “He’s just 
a mean kid. He’ll outgrow it.” 
You letter should oper some 
eyes. 
Preventive therapy is 
easier, less costly and infinitely 
less painful than curing a full 
blown illness.

I am 
looking out the window at three 
lonely little girls — all under six 
years of age. 
They have an 
indifferent mother and a father 
who wanted boys. The following 
message is for him:

Since the line between strong 
opinion and exaggeration often 
cannot he distinquished by a 
speaker or writer, the nation’s 
stock markets must constantly 
try to catch in flight their 
members choicest thoughts. 
Brokers come on strong, it 
being their nature to believe 
intensely and it being their job to 
convince you to share their 
thoughts and your money. Often 
they get carried away. 
Like the firm that advertised 
for registered representatives, 
including in its advertisement 
an assurance that it had a 
“complete research service,” 
when in reality the service 
consisted of one analyst who 
also juggled 45 accounts. 
Or the firm that tried to 
publish 
this 
promissory 
statement: 
“Nevertheless, XYZ is one of 
the top winners, in my opinion. 
Performance in the recent dip 
has been terrific. Earnings are 
strongly uptrended and insider 
buying is apparent. At 13-134, 
this $61 stock has little risk.” 
These are actual examples of 
fanciful flights caught in the 
New York Stock Exchange’s 
butterfly net and declared 
unacceptable. Surveillance of 
such communications is a never- 
ending job because The Street 
always has something to say. 
Market 
letters, 
research 
reports, sales literature, ad­ 
vertising and lectures are all 
monitored by a special staff at 
the exchange. 
To bring more understanding 
to the situation, exchange of­ 
ficials have just published a 
booklet called “Guidelines for 
Member Firm Communications 
with The Public,” exaggeration 
is its first subject. 
“ Exaggerated 
statements 
di&credit the validity of an 
advertisement 
or 
investment 


literature 
and 
can 
be 
misleading,” 
it 
states. 
It 
suggests avoiding phrases such 
as “fabulous gains,” or “ex­ 
plosive growth” and gambling 
expressions such as “a safe 
bet,” or “a winner.” 
Because certain terms con­ 
stantly 
keep 
appearing, 
the 
authors set up a checklist of 
subjects and the statement or 
inference 
that 
should 
be 
avoided. Test yourself: 
The subject is "advice.” What 
is 
the 
inference 
to 
be 
avoided? The answer: “A firm’s 
investment advice is infallible.” 
The subject is “risk.” The 
inference to be shunned: “There 
is no risk in an investment.” 
After the recent debacle in 
stocks, few firms would attempt 
to carry off such bluffs. In down 
markets, exaggerations stand 
out like coal on snow. 
Good taste is a 
different 
matter, and often the exchange 
has to disapprove ads, sub­ 
mitted 
in 
advance 
of 
publication, 
because 
they 
“ reflect 
adversely 
on 
the 
dignity, character, and integrity 
of the securities business.” 
An ad was planned, 
for 
example, 
to 
publicize 
the 
opening of a new branch office. 
It pictured a 
man 
with 
a 
sorrowful expression resting his 
head in his hand. The caption 
read, “This city needs another 
investment house like a hole in 
the head’” 
Perhaps as a sign of the times, 
in which some brokers have 
discouraged small accounts, the 
exchange draws the line on what 
it considers fair play. Don't take 
advantage of the situation, it 
cautions. 
“It would obviously be in poor 
taste to advertise in a blatant 
manner the fact that other firms 
do not serve small investors,’’ 
the advisory reads.

Daily News Editor, Greetings: 


My last letter to the News was captioned, and finished, with 


words of dejection: — "Saddened and Disillusioned'" and sinde 
reading and hearing Mr. Agnew's ridiculous remarks about Mr 
Nixon's determination to spare America its First military Defeat. 
. I feel more dejected then heretofore 


At present (and much in late years) our great nation has faced 


considerable defeat. Here are just a few: The defeat in Korea — 
where we lost many thousands and wounded five time-; the number 
—where for 18 years we have maintained a standby army of 65,000 
— fine Americans who should be home with their families, jobs 
and careers. Along with this Defeat there is the cost of billions of 
taxpayers money.

ster is "Frustration by prevention of success. . " — an unfulfilled 
plan, etc.) 


A more recent instance of defeat is our moral and economic 


Here we have experienced the most humiliating 
defeat since Napoleon's retreat from Moscow! 


In the path of our moral defeat in Vietnam we left behind over 


ten thousand betrayed girls and young women whose unwarranted 
child-bearing and desertion has left a blot on American history no 
amount of compensation and atonement can ever remove — even 
with the sacrifice of time and a million dollars the renowed 
authoress, Pearl Buck, is contributing towards alleviation of this 
unconscionable crim°. . . And there's the matter of American 
moral defeat in the icthless bombardment of numerous non- 
strategic Vietnam towns and villages, with the terrible slaughter of 
innocent non-combatants. 


Unhappily, we made quite an experiment in American moral 


defeatism when we bombed two large Japanese cities. Even the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor was NOT aimed at the civilian 
population in nearby Honolulu. .

very significantly in U. S. News & World Report of August 17th, 
concluding his summary: "It is NOT too late to confess our Guilt 
and to ask God and all the world to forgive our error." — An 
American moral Defeat!) 


... In the same magazine a Washington high official is quoted: 


"We take millions from the poor in a rich country and send it to the 
rich in a poor country. . . " 


Stressing his ridiculous hyperbole about America not wishing to 


face its iirst military defeat, Mr. Agncw brazenly announced we 
may have to remain in Vietnam a much longer time than planned, 
etc. Obviously such war-meddling will greatly increase our 
casualties and, of course, cause more ruinous inflation, social 
disruption and crime.

couldn't possibly withstand 'Spotlight' Agnew in Nixon's place.

WASHINGTON — While an 


untold number of chiseling 
politicians go untouched, the 
Internal Revenue Service has 
swooped down with a vengeance 
upon the 94-year-old widow of 
Republican Senator Wallace 
White of Maine. 


The IRS charges Mrs. White 


has not filed tax returns since 
1965 on the $491-a-month she 
receives 
from 
her 
late 


husband's Senate pension. 


Mrs. 
White was under the 


impression the income was tax- 
free, but an IRS spokesman 
contended that all "such pen- 
sions are generally taxable." 


So, according to Mrs. White's 


daughter, Nina Stevens, agents 
from the IRS Lewiston, Me , 
office approached the aged 
widow and threatened legal 
action. 


If she didn't pay up, the agents 


said, they would seize her home 
and sell it. 


Shortly after my associate, 


Joe Spear, began investigating 
the matter, Mrs. Stevens 
received a call from the IRS 
office in Lewiston. 


"They were very apologetic," 


Mrs. 
Stevens said. "They ad- 


mitted coming over to see 
Mother before they knew who 
she was. They were really un- 
done about the whole thing." 


Sen. White, who was Majority 


Leader from 1947-49 had been 
very 
close 
to 
a 
young 


Congressman named Richard 
Nixon. 


Queried by this column, the 


IRS would neither confirm ncr 
deny Mrs. Stevens' account of 
her mother's clash with the 
revenue agents. 


IRS agents also visited Mrs. 


Stevens at her home in Scott- 
sdale, Ariz. "They looked 
around my property with a 
beady eye," Mrs. Stevens told 
this column. "They noted my 
car and my poodles — I have dog 
kennels — ana hinted that I 
would 
be 
responsible 
for 


Mother's taxes. 


"So far, I have seen nothing in 


writing. If they served Mother 
any papers, we can't find them. 
There has been no mention of a 
sum of money." 


Other members of the White 


family also reported visits by 
IRS agents, Mrs. Stevens said. 


TEDDY BEAR SEIZED 


FOR TAXES 
In what appears to be a 


related case, Internal Revenue 
agents on Aug. 15 summarily 
seized the property of Fred 
Black, the former big-time lob- 
byist who was a central figure in 
the Bobby Baksr scandals 
during 
the 
Johnson 
ad- 


ministration. 


Black's wife, Nina, is Mrs. 


Wallace White's granddaughter. 


In 1968 Black was acquitted of 


criminal tax charges, following 


a five-year court battle. He 
currently has cases pending in 
U. S. tax court covering every 
year from 1956 through 1968, 
with claims against him totaling 
some $750,000 


Earlier 
this montn. Black 


borrowed $4,000 to move his 
family to Florida From the 
moment the moving van crossed 
the Florida state line, it was 
followed by two men in a car. 


They turned out to be officers 


of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission 
The van was 


halted as it entered the city of 
West Palm Beach, and the 
drivers were ordered to proceed 
to Brown Storage and Transfer 
Company. 


There, an IRS agent im- 


pounded the truck's contents to 
satisfy liens for taxes owed in 
1963, 1964, 1967 and 1968. 


Taken along with Black's 


possessions — many of which, it 
turns out, were actually family 
heirlooms on loan from Mrs. 
Stevens — were all of the 
family's clothes, a teddy bear 
belonging to Black's 12-year-old 
daughter and 
fishing tackle 


belonging to his 13-year-old son. 


"I haven't a pot or a pan," 


Black told this column. "My 
family is down there alone in a 
completely empty house." 


IRS spokesmen confirmed the 


seizures, stating simply that 
"they were for money that was 
due with the returns in question, 
but was never paid."

Rolling Reac//usfmenf

The U. S. economy is now felt 


to be in something of a rolling 
readjustment, which is to say 
that the ebb tide of recession 
appears to be spent and that the 
return tide is spilling back into 
few crannies. 


Not everyone will agree that 


this is so, but some documen- 
tation 
of 
the 
Nixon 
ad- 


ministration's recent optimism 
seems to be appearing. The 
evidence is spotty and maybe 
inconclusive, but who knows 
exactly when the tide turns? 


Dr. Paul McCracken, the 


President's chief economist, 
points to small increases during 
July in industrial production, 
personal income, retail sales 
and housing starts as en- 
couraging signs. 


But there are still some 


discouraging signs. Unem- 
ployment, now at a 5 per cent 
rate, could very well rise before 
the summer is over. And those 
polls of consumer sentiment still 
show much resistance toward 
spending. 


In fact, recent surveys by 


Sindlinger & Co., of managers, 
officers and professionals — the 
people who presumably must 
believe in an upturn before they 
can help bring it about — shows 


them lacking in confidence 
about the immediate future of 
the economy. 


Moreover, the signs that are 


being inte i-eted as indicating a 
"cautiously 
expansionist 


course," in the words of Mc- 
Cracken, are not that strong. 
They are still vulnerable to 
major strikes, for example. 


At any rate, the rolling 


readjustment isn't likely to turn 
into a flood tide. The upturn that 
is forecast to begin any month 
now, if it hasn't already, is likely 
to be marked by steadiness 
rather than vigor. 


Not so many months ago 


forecasters of the economic 
scene looked for a surging 
economy during the 1970s, and a 
popular pastime was to seek the 
most appropriate name for the 
decade. The 1960s has been 
christened 
the "soaring six- 


ties." The 1970s then, were to be 
the "sizzling seventies." 


You don't hear much of that 


anymore. 
More 
soberly, 


forecasters now realize that 
some of the soaring sixties was 
an ascent from reality. The 
1970s 
have 
now 
been 


rechristened "the solid 70s." 


Even that term could be op- 


timistic, because it applies 
mainly to economic as distinct 
from social issues. 


Exaggeration In The Market 


Since the line between strong 


opinion and exaggeration often 
cannot be distinquished by a 
speaker or writer, the nation's 
stock markets must constantly 
try to catch in flight their 
members choicest thoughts. 


Brokers come on strong, it 


being their nature to believe 
intensely and it being their job to 
convince you to share their 
thoughts and your money. Often 
they get carried away. 


Like the firm that advertised 


for registered representatives, 
including in its advertisement 
an assurance that it had a 
"complete research service," 
when in reality the service 
consisted of one analyst who 
also juggled 45 accounts. 


Or the firm that tried to 


publish 
this 
promissory 


statement: 


"Nevertheless, XYZ is one of 


the top winners, in my opinion. 
Performance in the recent dip 
has been terrific. Earnings are 
strongly uptrended and insider 
buying is apparent. At 13-13%, 
this $61 stock has little risk." 


These are actual examples of 


fanciful flights caught in the 
New York Stock Exchange's 
butterfly net and declared 
unacceptable. Surveillance of 
such communications is a never- 
ending job because The Street 
always has something to say. 


Market letters, research 


reports, sales literature, ad- 
vertising and lectures are all 
monitored by a special staff at 
the exchange. 


To bring more understanding 


to the situation, exchange of- 
ficials have just published a 
booklet called "Guidelines for 
Member Firm Communications 
with The Public," exaggeration 
is its first subject. 


"Exaggerated 
statements 


discredit the validity of an 
advertisement or investment 


literature 
and 
can 
be 


misleading,' 
it states. It 


suggests avoiding phrases such 
as "fabulous gains," or "ex- 
plosive growth" and gambling 
expressions such as "a safe 
bet," or "a winner." 


Because certain terms con- 


stantly 
keep appearing, 
the 


authors set up a checklist of 
subjects and the statement or 
inference 
that 
should 
be 


avoided. Test yourself: 


The subject is "advice." What 


is the 
inference 
to be 


avoided? The answer: "A firm's 
investment advice is infallible-." 


The subject is "risk." The 


inference to be shunned: "There 
is no risk in an investment." 


After the recent debacle in 


stocks, few firms would attempt 
to carry off such bluffs. In down 
markets, exaggerations stand 
out like coal on snow. 


Good taste is a 
different 


matter, and often the exchange 
has to disapprove ads, sub- 
mitted 
in 
advance 
of 


publication, 
because 
they 


"reflect 
adversely 
on the 


dignity, character, and integrity 
of the securities business." 


An ad was planned, for 


example, 
to publicize the 


opening of a new branch office. 
It pictured a man with a 
sorrowful expression resting his 
head in his hand. The caption 
read, "This city needs another 
investment house like a hole in 
the head"' 


Perhaps as a sign of the times, 


in which some brokers have 
discouraged small accounts, the 
exchange draws the line on what 
it considers fair play. Don't take 
advantage of the situation, it 
cautions. 


"It would obviously be in poor 


taste to advertise in a blatant 
manner the fact that other firms 
do not serve small investors," 
the advisory reads. 


May Prod Detroit To Try Harder 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


success of a Florida engineer in 
designing a smogfree auto 
<aigme may prod Detroit into 
trying harder, says the state 
senator who has tried to ban the 
internal combustion engine 
from the state's highways. 


Sen. Nicholas Petris, D- 


Oakland. said Monday that 
Detroit efforts to produce a 


smogfree engine have been 
"only a token of what could be 
done with the vast resources of 
the auto industry available." 


"It's time Detroit woke up to 


the fact that clean-air alter- 
natives to the internal com- 
bustion engine can be developed
